Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, addressing the conference, 
gave It aa hla view that British Col¬ 
umbia was entitled to special recogni¬ 
tion. It will be acknowledged by all 
fair-minded people that the cry raised 
against Laurier was not only dishonesty 
but discreditable to those who made It. 

In point of fact, the declaration of Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier In favor of British Col¬ 
umbia's claims at once gave Mr. Mc¬ 
Bride a dtKInet advantage before the 
conference. This point was clearly ac¬ 
knowledged by one of the leading Con¬ 
servatives of this city. Senator Mac¬ 
donald. who In a letter to the press 
stated that Premier McBride, In re¬ 
ceiving Sir Wilfrid's expreagton In fa¬ 
vor of British Columbia ”bM gamed I 
strong point." But mark. Senator 
Macdonald further declared at this 
Juncture that tf "Premier McBride had 
played his cards wisely' he would have 
fared better." Aye. there # the rub ! 

Why- dldnn't Mr. McBride "play hla 
cards wisely?" . 

But to return to i he point now raised 
by the Colonist: Was It not Mr. Mc¬ 
Bride's rallying cry from end to end of 
the province that If the people would 
return Mm again he woutd go to the 
"foot of the throne." where he ex- 
preaaed unbounded confidence that Bri¬ 
tish Cotdmbla would receive "Brltleh 
fair play." In his ifrand finale tn the 
Victoria theatre the night before the 
election hla closing sentences rang with
